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Introduction

When the idea of a third edition of the Aaker Saga was proposed, the 
thought may have occurred to the younger members of the family, “Why pub- 
lish another when we already have two accounts of the family’s background in 
Norway, the story of their immigration to America, and the genealogical re- 
cords up to the fifth generation in America?” 

Is it worthwhile to preserve the memory of our forefathers? Is it of any 
value or benefit to children to know the kind of people from which they have 
descended? It has been truly said that people who have little interest in their 
ancestry will have little concern about their posterity. Without a knowledge 
of the past, we cannot understand the present nor can we foresee the future. 
The roots of the present lie deep in the past. 

Our forebears, like hundreds of others, came to this land of opportunity 
to build, in faith, their homes and their churches, believing implicitly that 
God’s blessing would rest upon those who serve Him. 

Interest in history and historical material concerning the family has long 
been characteristic of the Aaker clan. Letters in the files of our genealogist 
dating as far back at 1855 attest to that fact. On July 9, 1864, Knud S. Aaker, 
head of the Aaker family in America, wrote some personal memoirs which he 
“hoped would be of interest to our descendants when we are departed and pos- 
sibly to generations in the unseen future.” He then listed the names of the 
family beginning with his own date of birth, Jan. 27, 1797, and that of his 
wife, Mari, Jan. 6, 1799. This was the first attempt at writing the Aaker Saga. 

In 1892 Lars K. Aaker, second son of Knud Saavesen Aaker, gathered and 
published at his own expense the first Aaker Saga. These accounts of the fam- 
ily formed the basis for the second edition, compiled and edited in 1914 by 
Andrew Rowberg. Lars Aaker received invaluable assistance and encourage- 
ment in the venture from his good friend, the Rev. B. J. Muus, pioneer pastor 
of Goodhue County, and the founder of St. Olaf’s School, which later became 
St. Olaf College. 

In his introduction to the story, Lars Aaker pays a beautiful tribute to his 
devout parents and to the value of his Christian training. He closed by say- 
ing, “May such training ever be held in high esteem in our family, and may the 
fear of the Lord and a genuine love for God’s Word, be passed on from gen- 
eration to generation.” 

Family histories and records are becoming more and more important in 
the lives of Americans. There is too much neglect in the preserving of family 
data. It has been truly said that the housewife’s busy broom, which so wan- 
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tonly sweeps out valuable material from the attic, is the greatest menace to the 
gathering of important historical material in the form of old letters, newspapers, 
and photographs, which is thereby lost to posterity. 

At the annual reunion in 1937 the family set itself the project of publish- 
ing a new edition of the Awker Saga. Since it is now 106 years since the 
family came to America, it is intended to be a memorial to the pioneers and a 
guidebook to family relationships in their far-flung ramifications throughout 
the Western world and to their roots in the ancestral home in Norway. 

The committee entrusted with this task was Dr. Olav Lundeberg, chair- 
man; Dr. A. M. Holmquist, A. A. Rowberg, and Mrs. George T. Rygh. Dr. 
Lundeberg’s untimely death deprived the committee of his enthusiasm for the 
project, his literary ability, and his interest in family history, before he could 
make his contribution to the work. He was succeeded as chairman by Dr. 
Holmquist. The introductory sections have been written by various mem- 
bers of the committee as indicated. Source material has been obtained from 
the two previous editions, from, personal interviews, from old letters, from 
responses to questionnaires, and from county and church records. The large 
genealogical section is the painstaking work of A. A. Rowberg, who has been 
the guiding spirit throughout the preparation of this book. 

The work of preparing this edition of the Saga has been lightened and made 
enjoyable by the interest and help rendered by many members of the family. 
All suggestions have been carefully considered and are hereby gratefully ac- 
knowledged. Needless to say, hundreds of letters have been written and gene- 
alogical blanks have been sent to every member whose address is on file. If 
certain branches of the family seem to have less recorded data, it is because 
little or no information has been received. Needless to say, also, that revisions 
and additions are constant as generation follows generation so swiftly. 

Those of us who have had the privilege of working on this book with 
Andrew A. Rowberg know the vast amount of painstaking and time-consuming 
labor he has put into it. The other two members of the publication com- 
mittee wish to bring to the attention of the family the large and significant 
work done by our genealogist, Mr. Rowberg. Only painstaking labor down 
through these many years could produce the wealth of material that is found in 
this present volume. It would indeed be difficult to estimate the hours of pa- 
tient research, the endless number of letters he has written and sent out, and 
the time consumed in building up the ever enlarging genealogical tables and 
charts. 

Much credit must also be given to his wife, Marie Rollag-Rowberg, who 
through these years has shown exceeding patience in this work and an unusual 
amount of interest and love for the family into which she married. She has 
sacrificed many pleasures and relaxations to which tney were both entitled, 
in order that Mr. Rowberg might pursue the work. 
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Ancestral Roots of the Aaker Family 
In Norway 
By A. A. Rowberg 


The ancestral roots of the Aaker Family, which in America had its begin- 
ning in the persons of Knud Saavesén, Aaker and wife Mari Larsdatter 
(daughter of Lars) Heggtvedt, who arrived in this country in 1845, are to 
be found in southern Norway, in central Telemark, in the herreds known as 
Kviteseid and Laardal. 

Telemark is a governmental unit known as a fylke and in_size corresponds 
somewhat to a small American state, its area of 5,430 square miles being just 
a little greater than that of Connecticut. The population of Telemark in 
1946 was 131,674. 

The 4erreds are civil units of government, with a system of officials cor- 
responding somewhat to that of an American county. Rural ecclesiastical 
parishes often correspond in names and boundaries to the /erreds and in 
the case of Kviteseid and Laardal they are identical. In this book frequent 
reference is also made to a district called Brunkeberg. This is a part of 
iXviteseid, a subdivision of Kviteseid parish, known as an annex, but with its 
own church. 

Kviteseid and Laardal herreds are comparatively small rural mountainous 
areas, the two together having an area only three-fifths that of Goodhue 
County, Minnesota. The combined population in 1946 was only 4,743— 
3,277 in Kviteseid and 1,466 in Laardal,—while the population of Goodhue 
county is about 32,000. 

In the summer of 1950 the Aaker Saga committee was fortunate in re- 
ceiving from Norway a document prepared by Torjus Laupedalen, local his- 
torian and genealogist in Brunkeberg, which carried the direct Aaker line 
back to the 1650 period in terms of time, and to the gaard, or farm, known 
as Berge in Morgedal, in terms of geographical location. Morgedal is an 
area in the western part of Kviteseid. 


EARLY ANCESTRAL FARMS 


_ The Aaker ancestor living at Berge, according to the ancestral chart sub- 
mitted by Laupedalen, was SAAVE ASLAKSSON, Gen. I, who presumably had 
come from the Tveiten farmstead in Skafsaa, about the year 1650. Berge is 
located a short distance northwest of Morgedal Lake. 


TALLEV SAAVESSON, Gen. II, son of Saave, appears to have lived at Berge, 
for his estate there was probated in 1701. 


SAAVE TALLEvssoN, Gen. III, son of Tallev, lived on the Kallak farm,

Saave Aslaksson, Gen. I, the earliest known ancestor of the Aaker family, lived in Morgedal, where he is said to have comc 
to Berge gaard about 1650. The location of Berge is indicated in the picture above. The place is now owned by Hallvar« 
Halvorson Berge, creamery operator at Flekkefjord. His sister, Asne Berge, says in a letter to the Aaker Saga committe: 
that the lower half of the two-story dwelling is believed to date from the 16th century, judging by the size of the logs form 
ing the walls, and that the timbers are still so sound that the house may stand for centuries yet to come. The. upper story 
built at a much later date, is constructed of smaller logs. 


also in Morgedal, about halfways between Berge and Brunkeberg Church. 
His wife was Margit Aasmundsdatter. 


KNUT SAAVESSON, Gen. IV, born 1730, appears to have moved from 
Sudb¢ gaard and to have acquired Moen gaard, in Brunkeberg, by marriage to 
Rannei (or Rannveig) Aamundsdatter. According to Laupedalen, Rannei 
belonged to a family that had possessed Moen since 1600 or earlier. 


SAAVE KNUTSSON, Gen. V, son of Knut Saavesson and born in 1771, 
married Aslaug Halvorsdatter, born in 1779, who had come from Bjaaland 
gaard. He presumably succeeded his father in the ownership of the Moen 
farm, for his oldest son, Knut Saavesson (Aaker), VI-1, was born there Jan. 
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KNUT SAAVESSON, Gen. VI, was born at Moen but at the time of his de- 
parture for America with his family in 1845 was living on the Aaker farm 
in Laardal. His wife, Mari Larsdatter Heggtvedt, was born on Heggtvedt 
gaard in Laardal, located about two English miles north of the Aaker gaard. 


The Berge farm was thus the place of origin of the Aaker Family, as far 
as the lineage can be traced, and in Norway, according to Laupedalen, our 
Aaker Family would genealogically be known as the “Berge Family” because 
cf its origin on the Berge farm. 


MOEN, AAKER, AND GROVEN GAARDS 


The three gaards or farms, 
with which members of the Aaker 
Family were most intimately 
corinected in the years preceding 
their departure for America were 
Moen, Aaker, and Groven. Moen, 
located in Brunkeberg, was the 
| birthplace of Knud Saavesen 
Aaker. Aaker, in Laardal, was the 
farm on which he and his fam- 
ily lived at the time of their de- 
parture for America, in 1845, 
and Groven, in Brunkeberg, was 
the farm on which Knud’s eldest 
son, Saave Aaker Groven, lived 
after his marriage and until he 
also left Norway in 1852. 


Brief descriptions of these

MOEN FARM HOUSE IN BRUNKEBERG Mrs. K. O. Lundeberg in diaries 


In this building, more than 200 years old and have by them on their trip to 
still standing, Knud S. Aaker was born Norway in 1937. Moen gaard 
in 1797 had then for many years served 
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THE AAKER FARM PLACE IN LAARDAL 
This was the last home of the Aaker family before their 
departure for America in 1845 
as an old people’s home (it continued to serve as such until 1948). Following 
are extracts from the diaries relating to the three places: 


Moen. Gaard—K. O. Lundeberg: “This Gamleheim (old people’s home) 
is located on Nedre (Lower) Moen, the. home of Saave Moen, father of Knut 
Aaker ... There is a large log building of two stories, half of it having been 
added after it was made into an old people’s home . . . The big rock in the yard 
had been made the base of the barn bridge. Old legends tell that the people 
used to pour buttermilk or ale on this rock to please the wnderjordiske or tusser 
(gnomes). There is an old stabur with a smaller one beside it, as is the cus- 
tom in Norway ... The name and date 1785 were painted on a cupboard.” 


Groven Gaard—Mrs. Lundeberg: “The old buildings of Nedre (Lower) 
Groven are the original buildings of his (Andreas Schodt’s) gaard and have 
been moved from a hillside to the east of its present location. Naturally, they 
were very primitive and dilapidated (1937). The fjgs, barn, and stables were 
new, though. This is the gaard that his only daughter, Anne Schodt, my 
grandmother, inherited . .. The interior of the stwga (living room) made the 
greatest impression on me as I thought of what Grandmother had lived through 
of joy and sorrow inside of these walls. The rooms were very large with plen- 
ty of windows; some of the original greenish window panes were still there. 
The floor was made of very heavy, wide planks, deeply worn in places, but 
kept well painted.” 
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Since Mrs. Lundeberg wrote the preceding, the present owner, Sveinung 
Groven, has remodeled the house and built an addition to it, making of it a 
very fine residence. Sveinung Groven—no relative of the Groven family of 
this book—spent 30 years in America before returning to Norway to take 
over the paternal farm. 

Aaker Gaard—Mrs. Lundeberg: “ . . . I took the fjord steamer on a beautiful 
trip up the fjord (Bandak Lake) to Laardal to see the old Aaker gaard where 
my grandfather Saave and great-grandfather, Knud Aaker, once lived. It was 
a large gaard in the center of the valley, buildings were very old but well pre- 
served. We saw a date carved on the stabur, 1788 .... None of our relatives 
are living at Aaker or Groven now.” 


Aaker had the reputation of being the largest farm in Laardal. The dis- 
tance from Moen to Aaker is about 18 miles (English) as the road runs. 


ORIGIN OF FARM NAMES 


A few facts relating to the origin of these three farm names may be of in- 
terest. They have been obtained from O. Rygh’s monumental work on 
Norwegian Farm Names. 


Berge, pronounced Behrr'-yeh, is derived from berg, meaning a hill, moun- 
tain, or rocky ground. Berge in Morgedal, appears first in official records from 
the year 1397 (Diplomatarium Norwegicum), where the form a Beirghi oc- 
curs. References are also found from the years 1451, 1485, and 1545. 


Moen is believed derived from the Old Norse word mor, meaning a sandy 
or a level wooded tract. The first official reference to the place appears in 
Diplomatarium Norwegicum, Vol. IV, p. 482, believed to date from the year 
1395, when the name was spelled Monom (dative form). Other forms of 
the name are Mon, Moo, and Maaen. 


Aaker first appears in a citation from the year 1358 in Diplomatarium 
Norwegicum, in the dative form Akrenom. Other forms are Agrum, Ackere, 
and Aackre. It is derived from akr, an old Norse word meaning field. 


Groven, in Brunkeberg, appears as Groffuin in 1585 and Groffwenn in 
1593. It means a depression, a draw, or a channel formed by running water, 
such as a beck or small stream. 


THE TELEMARK LANDSCAPE 
From a description of Telemark in “Norge, vart land” 


“The communities of Telemark do not cluster about a principal valley as 
they do in Gudbrandsdal and in Valdres. Telemark is divided into a multitude 
of lesser valleys, crooked and branching. These have furrowed the terrain so 
as to leave little place for level spaces or plateaus between them. The result 
is an endless up-and-down effect, with irregular ridges marked by a jagged or 
wavy horizon so characteristic of this territory. 

“The ridges may rise high above the populated areas and high above the 
tree line, as do Skorve and Li mountains, only to drop quickly away on the 
other side.

It was 
from Lower Groven that the Saave Aaker family, VII-1, came to America in 1852. 
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“The divides separating the several communities are as a rule low, making 
communication between valleys easy, and parish boundaries are often laid out 
sG as to include settlements in distinct drainage districts . . . 

“This part of Norway is rich in varied scenery, and always the eye is con- 
fronted with something new, albeit the large-patterned repose and spacious- 
ness of valleys and mountain plateaus farther east may be lacking. 

“The sides of the fjords rise steeply, clad scantily with evergreen forest. 
At one place only, there opens to view a scene with a gentler slope rising to 
the north, namely, in Laardal parish, where farmsteads and fields lie sunning 
themselves on rising ground from lake-shore to the very edge of the plateau 
above. Nowhere in Telemark does spring come so early, nor does haying 
and harvest start so early, as here, and it has happened that a farmer has been 
able to harvest two crops of grain and seed a third in one season.” 


THE PEOPLE OF TELEMARK 


Telemark appears to have been populated at a very early period, and 
archaeologists have found remains there dating from the Stone Age. Accord- 
ing to Bendik Taraldlien, scholars are agreed that western Telemark was popu- 
lated from the west, while the eastern districts were presumably settled by 
people coming from the east. The Kviteseid-Brunkeberg-Laardal region, ly- 
ing in central Telemark, may therefore be presumed to have a population of 
mixed origin dating from very early times. 

As to the character of the inhabitants of Telemark in early historical times, 
contemporary writers are not too complimentary. They picture a rough and 
turbulent people, impatient of authority. Karen Larsen, in her History of 
Norway, relates that the early adherents of Sverri, who led an uprising and 
seized the throne of Norway in the latter part of the 12th Century, were 
“largely made up of discontented elements from the Vik and Telemark.” 
The same author, in describing the social customs and morals in Norway in the 
Middle Ages, says that: “Documents testify that murders were more frequent 
and gruesome in Telemark than in the rest of the country, though brutality was 
common in other parts of the country also, and political conditions tended to 
increase acts of violence.” M. B. Landstad, noted hymn writer and collector 
of folklore, who spent many years as pastor of Telemark parishes, found in 
his research into early Telemark history that “in these remote valleys people 
did not often have opportunity to go on expeditions of war against a collective 
enemy, therefore they often warred on each other, man against man, for they 
seemed impelled to fight.” 

As the spirit of Christianity and other cultural influences gradually gained 
entrance among the people, however, Telemark became better known as a 
land of folklore, of ballads, of music and song, the home of noted poets and 
artists. Aasmund Vinje, himself a noted poet, born in Telemark, once said 
of the Telers that they could “supply half the world with poets.” From Skien, 
capital city of Telemark, came Henrik Ibsen, world renowed dramatist, and the 
mountain valleys of Tinn, in Upper Telemark, gave to America Herbjgrn 
Gausta, whose altar paintings adorn scores of Lutheran churches in the United 
States. A modern writer, the same Bendik Taraldlien previously mentioned,

writes of the Telemark people: “The Telers are a lively folk, changeful in 
mood and with the freshness of nature itself, its mountains and fjords, its 
streams and waterfalls. They may be as dreamy as a mountain pool of a 
summer's evening, and then again gay and frolicsome as the wind over the 
mountain wilds.” 


THE AAKER EMIGRATION CERTIFICATE 


Of official documents relating to the Aaker family at the time of their de- 
parture for America, few are extant, but the emigration certificate of Knud 
Saavesen Aaker and family, found among papers left by Knud’s youngest son, 
Nils K. Aaker, is preserved in the Norwegian-American Archives at St. Olaf 
College. This document reads as follows, in translation: 


Knud Saavesen, farmer and chairman of the Laurdal administrative 
board, and Mari Larsdatter Aaker, husband and wife, who respectively are 48 
and 46 years of age, were together with their confirmed children partakers 
of the Lord’s Supper for the last time in Laurdal Church on June 1 of this 
year. Their children are: 

Asborg, born in Hvideseid (Kviteseid) the 22nd of June, 1822, confirmed 
in her baptismal covenant in Laurdal on the 10th Sunday after Trinity, 1838. 

Lars, born the 19th of September, 1825, and confirmed in his baptismal 
covenant on the 29th of May, 1842. 

Aslaug, born the 25th of May, 1828, and confirmed in her baptismal cove- 
nant on the 11th of August, 1844. 

Anne, born in Moland Parish the 6th of April, 1831. 

Aaste, born in Moland Parish the 15th of September, 1833. 

Niels, born in Laurdal Parish the 9th of June, 1841. 

As this family is planning to emigrate to America, they are discharged 
from this congregation, the undivided respect of which the husband has 
earned, with the hope that the grace and blessing of God may rest upon 
them in their journey into the future.

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Sinking Roots In the New World

Knud and Mari Aaker were living on a small farm in the beautiful district 
called Laardal in Telemark, Norway, in the 1840's. Here Knud and his wife 
worked hard to make a living at farming, but found time to participate also in 
community activities, for Knud was chairman of the district (ordférer). At 
Moland, where the family had lived for a time, he had been sheriff (lensmand). 
But times were very difficult economically, socially, and politically in Norway 
at that time. Letters from the United States telling of the remarkable oppor- 
tunities for greater freedom and financial security in this new land continually 
increased the general dissatisfaction and restlessness of the home folks in 
Norway. The Aakers, too, were seized with this contagious spirit of restless- 
ness. And so, in June, 1845, they sold their farm and belongings, borrowed 
$300.00 for the trip, said goodby to friends and relatives, and embarked for 
America at Kragero, Telemark. Six children accompanied them. The oldest 
son, Saave, and his family, remained in Norway for a time, but later (1852) 
followed them to the United States. Another son, Halvor, had died two years 
before. 

The Aaker family probably went through the same travel experiences that 
so many other immigrants had at that time, though only small bits of informa- 
tion are actually available. They spent three months on a crowded, unsanitary, 
sailboat and finally arrived at New York. Since they were farmers in search 
of inexpensive land, they proceeded immediately to the interior by boat up 
the Hudson River to Albany, New York, thence by canal boat through the Erie 
Canal to Buffalo, and finally by lake vessel through the Great Lakes to Milwau- 
kee, Wisconsin. Here they chose the young and rapidly-growing Koshko- 
nong settlement near Stoughton, and established themselves on a farm 
en Koshkonong Prairie, near the West Koshkonong Church, in Dane County. 
Here they found vast stretches of fertile, tillable land in contrast to the 
cramped little valleys of old Norway. 

Little is known about the Aaker family during their 11 or 12-year stay in 
Wisconsin, nor is the exact locations of their farms known. The original set- 
tlers usually purchased their land from the Federal Government at $1.25 per 
acre, but it is very probable that they purchased their farms from private own- 
ers above this price.* The price was still low, however, as compared with 
Jand prices today. And the soil was very fertile. They hauled their farm

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produce to Milwaukee, a distance of 75 miles. The trip took a week of slow 
travel with oxen. They took along a week’s supply of food, ate and slept in 
the open. Hard work was their lot from, sun-up to sun-down. The oldest 
son, Saave, with wife and four children from Brunkeberg, Telemark, Norway, 
joined them in 1852. Saave, too, had come into difficult financial condition, 
having just lost the Groven farmstead inherited by his wife from her father, 
because of some bad loans. 

The Aakers found a fairly well organized community of fellow Norwegians 
at Koshkonong. A Norwegian Lutheran congregation, the West Koshkonong 
Congregation, had been organized the year before their arrival by the Reverend 
Johannes Wilhelm Christian Dietrichson, and an eight-sided log church had 
been dedicated in December of that year (1844). The Aakers be- 
came active members of this congregation. Three family weddings (Asborg, 
Aslaug, and Anne) occurred in the West Koshkonong Church. Rev. Dietrich- 
son returned to Norway in 1850 and was succeeded by the Reverend Adolph 
C. Preus, who in 1853 became the first president of the Norwegian Synod in 
America. The Aakers undoubtedly followed with great interest the founding 
of this first Norwegian Lutheran church body in America, and probably at- 
tended some of the meetings in the Muskego and Koshkonong churches con- 
cerned with the founding of the Synod. 

Besides participating in the church activities, the family also made contribu- 
tions to other community affairs. Lars K., a son who had just graduated from 
the Teachers’ Seminary in Kviteseid, Telemark, Norway, in 1845, taught 
school in the settlement. Lars also served as road supervisor in his township. 
Saave, the oldest son, taught parochial school after his arrival at Koshkonong. 

In the mid-50’s, the Aaker family and its several newly established branches 
were seized by the current restlessness among the Koshkonong settlers caused 
by the opening of new lands in Minnesota. These lands could be purchased 
from the Federal Government for $1.25 per acre. In 1854, a group of Nor- 
wegians from Wisconsin had started a settlement in Holden and Wanamingo 
townships east and northeast of the present village of Kenyon in Goodhue 
County. This area was largely prairie with some scattered timber. These 
rich farm lands quickly attracted a large group of eager, energetic, ambitious 
pioneers from other Norwegian settlements. News of this settlement quickly 
came to the Aaker family. Ole A. Huset, a brother of Halvor Huset (hus- 
band of Aslaug Aaker) had come in 1855. He persuaded others to follow the 
next year. And so, one by one, they disposed of their Wisconsin farms and 
moved into this new wilderness in Minnesota. 

A daughter, Aslaug (Mrs. Halvor Huset), with husband and two chil- 
dren, came in the spring of 1856, purchasing 160 acres in Section 30 of Wana- 
mingo Township. The same year, the oldest son, Saave, with wife and five 
children, came to Wanamingo Township, purchasing 80 acres in Section 19, 
just across the road from the Holden parsonage and church. Another son, 
Lars, with wife and one child, arrived in the spring of 1857, settling on the 
southwest quarter of Section 25 in Holden Township. The parents, Knud and 
Mari, arrived in the summer of 1857, and bought 200 acres in Section 35 of 
Holden Township on the banks of the Zumbro River. The youngest son, Nils, 
still only 16 years of age, left his work in a store in Madison, Wisconsin, and 
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with a friend, Ola Aske, came to Goodhue County in the fall of 1857. The two 
boys came alone, traveling by ox team and bringing some livestock with them. 
The trip had taken 12 days of actual travel time and two days had been lost in 
rounding up the straying livestock. The companion returned to Wisconsin, 
bur Nils settled with his parents on the parental farm just acquired. The old- 
est daughter, Asborg (Mrs. Knut Olsen Gjerjord or Jargo), remained on 
Koshkonong Prairie. Another daughter, Anne (Mrs. Hans Christian Aadne- 
sen Akre), with husband and four children, arrived from, Madison, Wisconsin, 
in 1866 and bought about 120 acres in Section 26 of Holden Township. 
Aaste Aaker (Mrs. Ole Jorgenson Solberg) and husband purchased the north- 
west quarter of Section 26 in Holden Township in 1858; their farm was located 
just across the road from the present Dovre rural school. 

And so, all of the Aaker family except Asborg eventually settled on farms 
in the Holden area of Goodhue County within a few miles of one another. 
They all began to carve out new places in the new wilderness, to raise their 
families, and to make such contributions as they could to the life of the new 
community. There were log cabins to build, virgin sod to break, some forest 
clearing to do. All the arduous pioneering of Koshkonong was repeated in 
the new Holden settlement. 

They had all come in covered wagons drawn by ox teams. The route fol- 
lowed is uncertain, but it is probable that they crossed the Mississippi River 
at Prairie du Chien, Wisconsin, and McGregor, Iowa. They lived in their 
wagons until they could erect their small log houses, some of them only 10 or 
12 feet square, some bigger. These small huts often housed two or three 
families as the hospitable pioneers tried to provide temporary shelter for new 
atrivals. 

The winter of 1856-57 was very severe, with some of the deepest snow ever 
seen in that area. The crops were good but the prices were low. In 1858, a 
destructive hail storm just before harvest completely destroyed the crops. But 
the following year there was an excellent crop. Setbacks and discouragements 
met the Aakers in their first years in the new land and postponed security for 
some time. Just after the Civil War, however, there were good times. Gradu- 
aily horses began to replace oxen, and frame houses replaced log huts. The 
grain was hauled mostly to Red Wing,* the county seat, about 30 miles dis- 
tant. The road was difficult over prairie, streams, marshes, bluffs and sandy 
hills. The present road from Aspelund, near the Holden Church, leads north-, 
eastward to Red Wing following closely the old pioneer trail. The trip took) 
three days by ox team. The farmers traveled in caravans, took along lunches, 
coffee and coffee pots, and slept either in the wagons or underneath them. 
Gradually the settlers began to get “established. But it was painful, arduous 
perseverance against hardships, dangers, setbacks, and discouragements that 
finally won for them security and prosperity. 

The Holden settlement was visited almost from its very beginning by 
itinerant missionary pastors. The first religious service was conducted by the 
Reverend Nils Brandt in June, 1855. He had walked the 30 miles from Red 
Wing. On September 12, 1856, the Holden Congregation was organized by 
the Reverend Hans A. Stub in a grove where the Dr. Grénvold home was later 


*Mills were also established at Northfield, Cannon Falls, Dundas, and Faribault. 
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erected. The parish extended from 
about 10 miles east of Faribault to 
Zumbrota and contained nine preach- 
ing places. Seventy-six heads of fami- 
lies signed the constitution. Among 
the signers were some of the Aakers 
who had just arrived: Saave Aaker, 
Halvor Huset (husband of Aslaug 
Aaker), and Ole Jorgenson Solberg 
(later husband of Aaste Aaker). For 
the first three years the new congrega- 
tion got along with occasional visits 
of pastors traveling on missionary trips. 
» In 1859, the Reverend Bernt Julius 
Muus, just ordained in Norway, was 
called to be the first pastor. He was 
' met at Rochester, Minnesota, by “a Mr. 
Aaker” (Wm. Benson: High on Mani- 
tou, p. 10), who brought the young 
pastor and wife by ox team to Holden. 
This is said to have been Saave Aaker. 
(It is interesting to note that another 
Rev. B. J. Muus : 

Pioneer Pastor cee County Aaker, Nils, took Rev. Muus to the 
railroad station when he returned to 
Norway in 1899.) The construction of a church was not begun until 1861. 
The Aakers were all active workers in this congregation. Saave Aaker became 
the cantor (&lokker) and was the warm personal friend of the young pastor 
until his untimely death by a bolt of lightning in 1862. Halvor Huset (hus- 

band of Aslaug Aaker) was on the first board of trustees. 

The Holden community little by little became organized. In 1857, Ole O. 
Huset, brother of Halvor Huset, established Norway Postoffice. At about 
the same time Holden Postoffice was established in the northern part of Hol- 
den Township. In the fall of 1857, the first school was established in Wana- 
mingo Township. And in 1858, the village of Wanamingo was platted and a 
store established. 

The first of the Aaker clan to leave the community to go to school was 
Andreas Schodt Aaker (Groven), son of Saave Aaker. At the insistence of 
his pastor, Rev. Muus, he enrolled at Luther College, Decorah, Iowa, in Sep- 
tember, 1863, to prepare for the ministry.. Luther College was then only two 
years old. Though school expenses at that time were very low, Andreas’ wi- 
dowed mother could not have kept her son at school without help from various 
relatives. He managed, however, to stay until July, 1864. 

Then came the disturbance of the Civil War (January 9, 1861-April 9, 
1865). The Holden community was strongly anti-slavery and pro-Union in 
its sympathies. Many men of the community volunteered their services at the 
call of President Lincoln. Next to Red Wing, Holden and Wanamingo 
Townships furnished the greatest number of volunteers, and Goodhue County 
furnished more volunteers than any other county in the state of Minnesota. 
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THE OLD HOLDEN CHURCH 


Built in 1861 and replaced in 1924 by the present brick structure. In this church, 
where Rev. B. J. Muus served as pastor, most of the members of the Aaker family 
in Holden and Wanamingo Townships worshiped.

until March 30, 1862, when he was honorably discharged because of a physical 


disability. The other Aaker was Andreas Aaker (Groven), who left his stud- 
ies at Luther College to enlist in the 10th Minnesota Volunteer Regiment. He 
was assigned to Company D. He became ill and died in a hospital at Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, on April 2, 1865. 
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In 1862 rumors that Indians on the warpath were on the way thoroughly 
alarmed the community. Most of the settlers threw a few necessary belong- 
ings into their wagons and started for Red Wing. The uprising never reached 
Holden, and the settlers returned to their homes before reaching Red Wing, 
but it had been a frightening experience. The Indians continued to be a threat 
ro the peace and safety of the new community for several years. 


The assassination of President Lincoln (April 14, 1865) was a great shock 
to everyone in the pioneer community. Lincoln’s struggle from poverty and 
obscurity to the presidency kindled a feeling of kinship in the hearts of the 
pioneers who themselves were struggling hard to establish themselves. They 
idolized the President. The death of the President therefore threw deep gloom 
over the entire community. It is said that Knud S. Aaker wept like a child 
when his son Nils brought the news from Red Wing. 


In 1869, the Holden community was fortunate in securing a doctor in their 
midst, Dr. J. Christian Gronvold, who had that year graduated from Hum- 
boldt Medical College, St. Louis, Missouri. He had completed his college work 
at the University of Oslo and had emigrated to the United States in 1865, in- 
tending to enter the Union Army. The war being over, he began the study of 
medicine instead. After arrival at Holden, he built a home in a grove im- 
mediately to the west of the Holden parsonage and from there carried on his 
pioneer medical work. He was a busy country doctor and was well known for 
miles around. 


Reverend Muus, diS8satisfied with the public schools of his parish, started a 
private school at the parsonage in 1869 with five pupils in it. Enrolled in 
this school at some time during its short existence of two years were Knut and 
Lars Groven, Isaac and Ole Huset,—all relatives in the Aaker family—and 
also George Taylor Rygh, who later married Clara Aaker, daughter of Lars 
Aaker. This school is regarded as the forerunner of St. Olaf College at North- 
field, Minnesota, which was also founded by Muus. Marie Aaker (Mrs. Theo- 
dore Bordsen), daughter of Lars K. Aaker, was the first student to register at 
St. Olaf’s School (later called St. Olaf College) on January 8, 1874, and so 
established the principle of co-education at that institution. 


One of the many adjustment problems faced by the Aakers in their new 
environment was the problem of a family name. Should the children of Knud 
and Mari Aaker adopt the name “Knudsen,” using the father’s given name as 
their surname, or should they adopt the name of the farm (gaard) from which 
tey came in Norway? These were the methods practiced in Norway. Or 
should they follow the American custom of using the father’s surname? For a 
time, there was much confusion in the family on this problem. Saave Aaker 
signed the constitution of Holden Church as “Saave Aaker,” while his wife 
was known among her neighbors and relatives as “Anne Groven,’ Groven 
being the name of the farm from which she had come in Norway. Mari, the 
oldest of the Saave Aaker family, once proposed the name Mary S. (for 
Saavesdatter) Knutson, in a letter to relatives. Her brother, Andreas, at vari- 
ous times adopted the name Aaker and Groven, and in the Union Army was 
enlisted as Andrew Scott (for Schodt). The descendants of Saave and Anne 


aAaker finally adopted the Groven name while the other brothers and sisters 
of Saave and their descendants retained the Aaker name.* 

The Aakers were serious, sincere, honest, pious, and hard-working people. 
‘They were humble and modest in spirit. They entered into the community 
activities, but most of them did not make themselves prominent enough to get 
their names into the pioneer historical records. Saave was a charter member 
of Holden Congregation and its cantor (&lokker). Lars, the second son, be- 
came the most prominent member of the pioneer Aaker family. His good 
Norwegian education equipped him for an active part in his community 
wherever he was. He became the first town clerk in Holden Township when 
Holden was separated from Wanamingo Township in 1858. He had been 
in Minnesota only two years when he was elected to the Minnesota Legislature 
as representative from Goodhue County, serving in 1859-60 and again in 
1862-67. He became a lieutenant in the Union Army during the Civil War, 
received presidential appointments to land office positions at Alexandria and 
Crookston, Minnesota, and was elected state senator in the Minnesota Legis- 
lature from Douglas and surrounding counties. 

Gradually, through hard toil, through patience, perseverance, courage, and 
determination, this pioneer family and its new branches hewed places for 
themselves in the new land, established themselves financially, and helped to 
develop a community that has been admired as a model rural community in 
the state. 


*Readers will note that in this book the name “Knud” Saavesen Aaker some- 
times appears as “Knut.” Likewise “Laardal” is sometimes spelled “Laurdal.” 
Such inconsistencies are due in part to the evolution of the Norwegian language 
over a period of years.

Personal Memoirs of Knud S. Aaker

I have long intended to put into writing some data concerning our lives, 
which I hope may be of interest to our descendants when we are departed, and 
possibly to generations in the unseen future. 

I, Knud Saavesen Aaker, was born on the Moen farmstead in Brunkeberg, 
ee 27, 1797, the son of Saave Knudsen and Aslaug Halvorsdatter. Of eight 

rothers and sisters, I am the oldest. My wife, Mari Larsdatter, was born on 

the Hegtvedt farmstead in Laardal, Jan. 6, 1799, the daughter of Lars Knudsen 
and Asborg Halvorsdatter. We were married in Brunkeberg Church Dec. 5, 
1818; immigrated to America June 7, 1845, and settled in Dane County, 
Wisconsin; in 1857 we moved to Minnesota and took a homestead in Holden 
Township, Goodhue County. 

In the year 1819, on the 24th day of September, our son Saave was born on 
the Moen farmstead in Brunkeberg; he was confirmed in the Moland Church 
On All Saints’ Sunday in 1835, and was married Oct. 2, 1844, to the maid 
Anne Christine Schodt of Kviteseid. He immigrated to America in 1852, and 
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died Aug. 13, 1862, and was buried at Holden Church in Goodhue County 
on the 16th of the same month. He left a wife and nine children. 

On June 19, 1822, our daughter Asborg was born; was baptized the 22nd 
in the Brunkeberg Church; was confirmed in the Laardal Church on the 10th 
Sunday after Trinity in 1838; married in the West Koshkonong Church 
(Wisconsin) on Oct. 18, 1849, to Knud Olsen Gjerjord of Brunkeberg. 

On Sept. 19, 1825, our son Lars was born, and was baptized on the 24th 
of the same month. He was confirmed May 29, 1842, in the Laardal Church; 
married to the maid Kathrine Helvig Westrem of Graven Parish in Har- 
danger, at the East Koshkonong Church, Feb. 13, 1853. 

Our daughter Aslaug was born May 25, 1828; baptized on the 22nd* of 
the same month; confirmed in the Laardal Church Aug. 11, 1844; married 
to Halvor Olsen Huset. 

Anne was born Apr. 6, 1831; confirmed in the West Koshkonong Church 
on the first Sunday after Easter, 1846; married in October, 1855, to Hans C. 
Aadnesen of Stavanger. 

Aaste was born Sept. 15, 1834; confirmed at Koshkonong the first Sunday 
after Easter, 1849; married Apr. 5, 1858, to Ole Jorgensen Solberg. 

Our third son, Halvor, was born Mar. 30, 1837, and died Mar. 1, 1843. 

Our fourth son, Nils, was born July 9, 1841, and was confirmed in the 
West Koshkonong Church on Ascension Day, 1855; married Feb. 26, 1863, 
to the maid Marthe Olsdatter Follingstad. i 

The above memoirs were written July 9, 1864. |

KNUD SAAVESEN AAKER 
Mari LARSDATTER H&GTVEDT 
Founders of the Aaker Family in America 


The founders of that branch of the Aaker Family in America of which this 
book is intended to preserve the record, were Knud Saavesen Aaker and his 
wife Mari Larsdatter Hegtvedt. Both were natives of the Upper Telemark 
district in Norway, famous in story and song as one of the most beautiful and 
impressive regions of the Northland. 

Knud Saavesen Aaker was born on the Moen farmstead in Brunkeberg, 
annex to Kviteseid Parish, on Jan. 27, 1797, son of Saave Knudsen and 
Aslaug Halvorsdatter. He was the oldest of eight children. On Dec. 5, 1818, 
he was married to Mari Hegtvedt, daughter of Lars Knutsen and his wife 
Asborg Halvorsdatter. She was born Jan. 6, 1799. 

Mari’s paternal grandfather, Knut Nilsmundsen, born at Vaage, Drangedal, 
had come to Laardal in 1783. Rikard Berge, collector of folklore, says of 
him that “he apparently was a man of enterprise, for he bought both Bjaaland 
and East Heggtveit.” A son, Nilsmund Heggtveit, uncle of Mari, became 
noted as a local poet, and some of his poems have been preserved in the 
Rikard Berge collection. 

The couple lived on a farm in Brunkeberg for five years, when they moved 
to Laardal, where they remained until 1828. In that year they took up 
their residence in Kviteseid, but moved again the following year to Moland. 
In this district Knud Aaker served for a time as lensmand which corresponds 
most nearly to sheriff in America, except that the office in Norway carried 
with it much larger powers. In 1836 the couple again returned to Laardal, 
and continued to live there, with Knud serving there as ordférer, or chair- 
man of the local board, until June 7, 1845, when they took their departure 
from their native land and set sail for America. Arriving in the new world, 
they settled in Dane County, Wisconsin, near the West Koshkonong Church, 
one of the first Norwegian churches in America, which had been built the 
year before their arrival. Twelve years later they again joined the stream of 
immigration that pushed the frontier ever toward the setting sun. They 
found a home in the fertile and beautiful Goodhue County, Minnesota, and 
settled in Holden Township, a region which soon became the home of one 
of the largest and wealthiest Norse colonies in America. Here they continued 
to make their home until their death. 

On Dec. 5, 1868, the venerable couple celebrated their golden wedding 
anniversary. At this event their pastor, the pioneer Norse clergyman, Rev. 
B. J. Muus, delivered the anniversary address. This sermon, as a document 
of family interest, and as the utterance of one of the foremost Norse church- 
men in America, was printed in full in the 1914 edition of the Aaker Saga. 

Mari died July 26, 1869, and Knud died four years later, on Feb. 17, 1873. 
Both are buried in the Holden churchyard, to the northwest of the church 
building.

and secured a farm in Pleasant Springs 
Township, Dane County, Wisconsin. 
Here Mr. Aaker taught parochial 
school. Moved to Wanamingo Town- 
ship, Sec. 19, Goodhue County, in 
1856, where they continued to live 
until their death. On Aug. 13, 1862, 
Mr. Aaker met sudden death from a 
stroke of lightning while shocking 
wheat on his farm. His three oldest 
scns, Andreas, Knut, and Lars, were 
with him at the time, and Lars was 
also hit by the bolt and rendered un- 
conscious. The tragedy made a deep 
impression in the pioneer settlement, 
and a letter still extant tells that the 
Rev. B. J. Muus, “preached a heart- 
gripping, comforting sermon” at the 
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funeral service. Saave was buried in 
the Holden Cemetery. His wife died 
in June, 1895, and was also buried in 
Holden Cemetery. They were the 
parents of nine children, VIII-1-9. 


vll-2 ASBORG AAKER. Daughter of 
Knud Saavesen Aaker, VI-1; born 
June 19, 1822. Came with her parents 
to America in 1845. Married Oct. 19, 
1849, at West Koshkonong Church, 
Wisconsin, to Knut Olsen Gjerjord, 
who was born in Brunkeberg, Jan. 2, 
1824, son of Ole Aslaksen Bekhus 
and wife Anne Aslaksdatter. As a 
boy he attended the school in which 
Aasmund Vinje, the noted poet, was

in 1859-1860 and again in 1862-1867. 
Served as first lieutenant in the Civil 
War in Company D, Third Minnesota 
Volunteers, from Oct. 4, 1861, to 
Mar. 30, 1862, but did not see ser- 
vice at the front. Was appointed by 
President Grant to the office of regis- 
ter at the United States Land Office in 
Alexandria, Minn., and moved to that 
place in 1869. Served until 1875, 
when for political reasons he was 
removed from the office.

He was 
elected state senator in 1881, from 
the district composed of Douglas, 
Pope, Stevens, Grant, Big Stone, and 
Lake counties, and served one term. 
In 1884 he was appointed receiver at 
the United States Land Office and 
Thoved to Crookston, continuing in 
that office until 1893, when he re- 
turned to Alexandria.

IX-1 GUNHILDA AMANDA HOLM- 
euist. Daughter of Mari Groven- 
Holmquist, VIII-1; born Dec. 17, 
1872, in Faribault, Minn. and at- 
tended the public schools there. Oa 
June 10, 1890, in Gol Church, Ken- 
yen, she was married to Knut Olavy- 
son Lundeberg, who the year before 
had come to Kenyon as pastor of Gol 
Church. The Lundebergs had 10 
children, X-1-10, and Mrs. Lunde- 
berg had not only the  respon- 
sibility of caring for this large 
family, but throughout her long mar- 
tied life she was the invaluable sup- 
Port and helpmeet of her husband. In 
Spite of the small salary received by 
Ministers during most of that period,

the Lundebergs managed to give 
their children advanced education, 
all of them earning college or equiva- 
lent degrees. Since her husband's 
death in 1942 Mrs. Lundeberg has 
lived most of the time at the homes 
ot her children. She was one of the 
most enthusiastic promoters of the 
project of publishing a new edition 
of the Aaker Saga, and contributed 
substantially to the fund for that 
purpose. 


The Rev. K. O. Lundeberg was one 
of the best known ministers of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica throughout an active life of more 
than half a century. Born Jan. 23, 
1859, in Dalene, . Kviteseid, Telemark, 
Norway, the son of Olav Knutson 
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Storrmyr (Skilbred) and wife Aslaug 
Amundsdatter Berge, he received his 
early education there, graduating from 
Kviteseid Seminary in 1879. He came 
to America in that year and continued 
his education at Luther College, Ripon 
College, and North Dakota University, 
and in 1889 received the C. T. degree 
from the Lutheran Seminary then con- 
ducted in connection with St. Olaf Col- 
lege at Northfield. His first pastorate 
was at Gol Church, Kenyon, where he 
remained until: 1895. He was one of 
the founders of the Norwegian Breth- 
ren in 1895. In 1908 he moved to Min- 
neapolis, and in 1910 resumed his mem- 
bership in the United Lutheran Church, 
serving parishes at Deer Park, Wis., 
and Ellsworth, Ia. For 15 years he 
served as traveling representative for 
missions. During the later years of his 
life he and his wife lived in Northfield, 
where he frequently conducted the Nor- 
wegian radio services over Station 
WCAL. Rev. Lundeberg was a prolific 
writer, and in addition to editing Bro- 
derbaandet for many years, he was 4 
frequent contributor to church publica- 
tions, particularly Lutheraneren. He 
also wrote several books on religious 
themes. Possessed of a remarkable mem- 
ory, he had an unusual fund of literary 
gems for instant quotation, particularly 
hymns and other poetry. 

In 1937, in anticipation of their 
golden wedding anniversary, Rev. and 
Mrs. Lundeberg were given a trip to 
Norway by their children, in the course 
of which they visited several of the 
Aaker ancestral farms in K-viteseid. 

Rev. Lundeberg died June 6, 1942, at 
Hibbing, Minn. from a heart attack, 
and was laid to rest in Gol Church 
Cemetery, near Kenyon. 


IX-2 OLOF SELMER HOLMQUIST.

Two years later 
she was consecrated as a deaconess 
and was almost immediately sent to 
Alaska, then a new field for Lutheran 
women. Her work there forms, dur- 
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ing the few years she was permitted 
to live, a thrilling story, told in a lit- 
tle booklet entitled “Sister Anna Hus- 
eth,’ written by Edna Hatlestad 
Hong, from which brief extracts fol- 


low: 

In September of 1919, Sister Anna 
arrived in Teller, Alaska, where she as- 
sumed the duties of a matron at the 
Eskimo orphanage of the Jules M. Bre- 
vig Memorial Mission. But only for 
a year. The Eskimo village of Igloo 
sorely needed her services. The nearest 
doctor was 100 miles away to the south 
... @ woman with deft, trained hands 
would be a godsend. Then, too, there 
was community turmoil bubbling forth 
from the pagan hatred in the hearts of 
the natives. The white traders had in 
no way helped them to a peaceful liv- 
ing. Beguiling with their liquor, de- 
ceitful in their dealings, they succeeded 
in rousing only the sly, shrewd, re- 
vengeful nature of the Eskimos. . . . 
There was a real need for a white 
woman—against whom there was no 
built-up antagonism. . . . From Teller 
and the fellowship of the missionary 
wives, there came Sister Anna—alone. 
Except for the government school 
teacher, a man who had married an 
Eskimo woman, Sister Anna was the 
only white person in the little village. 
The teacher’s wife was a refined, tal- 
ented Eskimo who had been educated 
in the States. In the difficult situation 
that confronted Sister Anna» in her 
new field, these two alone could help 
her understand the Eskimo... . 

Sister Anna was also the village doc- 
tor and nurse and in that role did much 
traveling by dog sled. During the first 
two winters she traveled more than one 
thousand miles in this manner, often 
alone... . 

There were serious emergencies for the 
doctor-nurse-missionary. Babies came to 
whites and natives alike, and Sister 
Anna helped them into the world, re- 
Sardless of the race or creed of the 
family. There were epidemics of in- 
fluenza which laid the whole village 
low, and the White Sister moved from 
cabin to cabin, alleviating pain and suf- 
fering, 


After four years in Alaska, Sister 
Anna returned to the States, spending 


some time at Deaconess Hospital in 
Chicago and in parish work at 
Stoughton, Wis. in the meantime 
bringing everywhere her message of 
Alaska. In 1925 she returned to 
Alaska and was placed in entire 
charge of the orphanage at Teller. 
Here she was stationed when Roald 
Amundsen landed the dirigible Norge 
after his trans-polar flight. Amund- 
sen was so impressed with her work 
that he afterward spoke of her as 
the “Heroine of the North.” 

Sister Anna’s next objective was 
the establishment of a mission sta- 
tion at Shismaref, a settlement far to 
the north, and when she returned to 
the States in 1928 this was the bur- 
den of her plea to churches, ladies’ 
aids, and the Daughters of the Re- 
formation. She was preparing to re- 
turn to Alaska when she was stricken 
with a heart ailment that baffled all 
medical skill, and on Apr. 2, 1929, 
she died at Lutheran Deaconess Hos- 
pital in Chicago. She was buried in 
Holden Cemetery, in her childhood 
community. 


IX-69 OLGA FREDRIKKE HUSETH. 
Daughter of Ole A. Huseth, VIII-27; 
born Aug. 9, 1896, in Wanamingo 
Township, Goodhue County. Grad- 
uated from South High School, Min- 
neapolis, 1916, and from three-year 
teachers’ course at Valparaiso Uni- 
versity, Walparaiso, Ind, in 1920.

1909-13; pastor, Lake Preston, S. D., 
1913-18; at officers’ training school,

Rev. Mr. Westermoe was chaplain at 
Camp Humphreys when the influenza 
epidemic struck that camp and 60 to 7@ 
soldiers were dying daily. In the emerg 
ency he and other chaplains gave their 
services voluntarily to the hospitals ag 
nurses, and as a result of overstrain all 
of them contracted the disease, Wes- 
termoe being the last one to fall ill. 

Upon his discharge from the mili 
tary service he was recalled: to his 
parish at Lake Preston, and continued 
to serve there until 1922, when he ac 
cepted a call to Our Saviour’s and 
Trinity Lutheran churches at Mc 
Intosh, Minn. This parish he served 
for 20 years, and then moved to 
Montana to become pastor of Hardin 
Lutheran Church, at Hardin, wit 
residence at Billings, where he died 
suddenly from coronary thrombosis 
on Jan. 3, 1944. Burial took place 
in the Holden Church Cemetery 
near Kenyon, Minn.

At Okinawa the Leutze’s luck 
ran out when on Apr. 6 the ship suf- 
fered a mass suicide attack from the 
Japs and was hit by a torpedo, with 
heavy loss of life. Lawrence was 
blown into the water and was the only 
survivor of a gun crew of 10 men. As 
it this were not enough, Lawrence was 


also injured when bitten by a Jap horse 
which he tried to ride on Iwo Jima. 
His war decorations include seven bat- 
tle stars.

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Aaker Family Reunions 
Bu Agnes Huset 


The Aaker Family reunions, which now (1951) have been held annually 
but for a single break for more than a quarter of a century, trace their origin 
tc a gathering of members of the Aaker Family at Antlers Park, near Lake- 
ville, Minn., on Sunday, Aug. 13, 1922. The occasion was the silver anniver- 
sary of the wedding of Mr. and Mrs. Knut H. Huset of Minneapolis. 

About 80 people were gathered for the event, at which the main address 
was given by Dr. George Taylor Rygh. The program was presided over by 
M. C. Westermoe of Kenyon, who had been instrumental in calling together 
the group. In the course of the meeting it' was decided to make the gathering 
an annual event, and to hold the first regular annual reunion of the Aaker 
Family the following year, in 1923. A committee on arrangements was select- 
ed, consisting of M. C. Westermye, chairman; Henry Akre, vice chairman, 
and A. A. Rowberg, secretary. 

Thus, on July 8, 1923, the Aaker descendants held their first regular fam- 
ily reunion at the old Aaker homestead in Holden Township, near Kenyon, 
Minn, then occupied by Olaf Aaker, a grandson of Mr. and Mrs. Knud S. 
Aaker. About 125 people from Minnesota and Wisconsin were assembled 
for the event. The main item of the program was a sermon by Rev. K. O. 
Lundeberg of Minneapolis, who dwelt on the importance of the family in the 
divine plan and emphasized the advantages and the obligations of good 
family connections. 

The 1924 reunion was held Sunday, June 22, on the St. Olaf College cam- 
pus, with Prof. I. F. Grose of the St. Olaf faculty giving the address. 

The 1925 reunion was held on the State Fair grounds, St. Paul, in connec- 
tion with the celebration of the 100th anniversary of the arrival in New York 
of the ship Restaurationen, carrying the first group of Norwegian immigrants 
to America, in 1825, just 20 years before the arrival of the Aakers. 

Since then the reunions have been held annually, except for the year 1942 
when war conditions made it inadvisable to meet. Most of the reunions have 
been held at St. Olaf College, exceptions being in 1945, at Lake Nokomis 
Park, Minneapolis, and in 1946, at Holden Church, near Kenyon. 

Members of the family who have served as president of the reunion or- 
ganization are the following: M. C. Westermoe, Halvor P. Groven, Albert M. 
Holmquist, Nicolai Huseth, Henry H. Akre, Nels A. Aaker, Hubert Akre, 
Mrs. Clara L. Rygh, Roy Voxland, Maynard Aaker, and Allyn Warner. Nils K. 
Aaker, the only one of the eight children of Knud S. and Mari L. Aaker living 
when the reunions were started, was honorary president of the group until his 
death in 1929. 
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During the years the reunions have been honored by visits and addresses 
by prominent persons outside the family circle, including the following: 
N. N. Rgnning, author; Henrik Shipstead, U.S. senator; O. E Rolvaag, author 
of Giants in the Earth; Rev. Herman Muus, grandson of the founder of St. 
Olaf College; Dr. C. A. Mellby, C. B. Helgen, and Dr. Howard Hong, members 
of the faculty of St. Olaf College. 

Of much importance to the success of the reunions has been the contribu- 
tion of the women in preparing and arranging the picnic dinners, always a 
central event on these festive occasions. 


AAKER FAMILY STATISTICS 


A summary of generations of the Aaker Family reveals a total of 653 
persons in the family tree originating with SAAVE ASLAKSSON on the Berge 
farm in Morgedal about 1650. Of these 647 are descendants of Knud Saave- 
sen Aaker, the first of the family to come to America. By generations they are 
grouped as follows:

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Brothers and Sisters of Knud S. Aaker 


In his personal memoirs, printed on page 23, Knud Saavesen Aaker 
says: “Of eight brothers and sisters, I am the oldest.” Descendants of Knud 
are naturally interested in knowing what became of these brothers and sisters, 
and what descendants, if any, they left. Fortunately, there is considerable,\in- 
formation concerning some of them, while concerning others our knowledge ‘is 
very scant:: Space in this book will not permit more than ‘a sketchy outling 
of the history of this group, just enough to” “bive those interested’ a starting 
point for further inquiry. 


For the purpose of this genealogical record, these brothers and sisters, will 
be classified, like Knud himself, in Generation VI. Fine 


VI-2 HALVoR. SAAVESEN. Second son of Saave Reuceen (Knudsson) V, 
and Aslaug Halvorsdatter; born 1799, and died at the age of 17 years. 


- VI-3 AMUND SAAVESEN. Third son of Saavé’ Knudsen, V, and Aslaug Hal- 
vorsdatter; born 1801. An old document among papers left byNils Aaker 
certifies that Amund was confirmed in Brunkeberg Church in 1816 with a 
rating of “good,” and, in the language of the period in official certificates, he 
“had left his home community about 15 years ago without then having been 
punished or charged with any crime, nor, as far as known, .. . has he been 
bound by any official marriage tie.’ An appendix to this document provides the 
information that he was in 1849 a resident of Jelse Parish, near Stavanger; 
that on the 27th of November’ that year-he was martied to Anne Torbjgrns- 
datter; that after the deéathof his first wife he was married to Magdalene Gun- 
dersdatter, Mar. 26, 1857; and tHat-at the daté of the appendix, Jan: 16, 1866, 
he and his wife lived on a cotter’s placé:named Furrenzs, belonging to Fugle- 
sten gaard in Jelse Parish. “Notations at the end'of the document add the in- 
formation that Amund’s first marriage took place in Vinje Church, Telemark, 
and that he died in Jelse Parish, “Nils K. Aaker. recalled that he had two 
daughters. oS a 


VI-4 Torjus SAAVESEN SHIPSTEAD. Fourth son of Saave Knudsen, V, 
and Aslaug Halvorsdatter. He was born in 1803, on the Moen farm, accord- 
ing to a letter written by his son, Halvor Shipstead, Willmar, Minn., to 'RevK. 
O. Lundeberg, under the date of Sept. 3, 1931. At the age of 18 he#took em- 
ployment on Roeid guard, in Sunbygd, the residence of the royal bailiff. There 
he remained until 1831, when he married Saave Oversdatter Finkaasi.>Soon 
thereafter he boug#it Skibested (Shipstead) gaard. There he lived until 1844 
and there four of his children were born: Aslaug, Saave, Over, and Joraan. 
Two other children were bern later, Anne and Halvor. Torjus. came to Amer- 
ica about the year 1880 and settled in Kandiyohi County, Minnesota. 
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Aslaug, born in 1834, married Halvor Thovson Lauve and had five children: 
Thov, farmer in North Dakota; Torjus Rue, who remained in Norway; Saave, 
unmarried, Spicer, Minn.; Guro Mathison, Kirkeb¢, Norway; and Sophie Bratberg, 
Spicer, Minn. 

Saave, born in 1835, married Kristine Elefson from Risgr, Norway, and had 10 
children: Elise, born 1868, unmarried; Edwarth, born 1870, married to Ella Ny- 
moen; Theodore, born 1872, unmarried, Casper, Wyo.; Anne, born 1876, married 
to Peder Anderson; Henrik, born 1881, married to Lulla Anderson—Henrik served 
as U.S. senator from Minnesota for 24 years; Selmer, born 1881, married to Mary 
Lee, Brooten, Minn.; Alfred, married to a girl from Drammen; Laura, unmar- 
ried; Martin, born 1892, married to Mabel Lonn, farming on the old Shipstead 
homestead ; Sophie, died at an early age. 


Over (or Ouver), born 1839, married to Joraand Lislerud. Five children: 
Tilde, born 1870, unmarried; Oline, born 1872, married to Peder Thompson, farm- 
er in Beltrami County; Henrik, born 1874, rancher in Montana; Ole, born 
1877, farmer in Montana; Ellen, married to Martin Frosland, farmer in Montana; 
Emma, born 1892, married to John Skare, Los Angeles, Calif. 


Joraan, born 1842, married to Ole Pederson, Spicer, Minn. 


Anne, born 1845, married to Osmund Nystuen. Four children, of whom three 
are dead. 


Halvor Shipstead, born 1849, married to Gro Aslaksdatter Holte. The later 
years of his life he lived at Willmar, Minn. He was the source of most of the 
information about the brothers and sisters of Knud Saavesen Aaker given in this 
chapter. 


VI-5 RANNEI SAAVESDATTER, fifth child of Saave Knudsen, V, and Aslaug 
Halvorsdatter. Was an invalid for many years and died in 1853, in Norway, 
unmarried. 


VI-6 THOR SAAVESEN. Sixth child of Saave Knudsen, V, and Aslaug Hal- 
vorsdatter. Born 1808, came to America, and died in Goodhue County, un- 
married. 


VI-7 ANNE (or Gunhild) SAAVESDATTER. Born about 1810. Seventh 
child of Saave Knudsen, V, and Aslaug Halvorsdatter. Married to Ouver 
Finkaasi and had three children, Sigrid, Rannei, and Aslak. Among her de- 
scendants is Lawrence Thorson of Northfield, married to Bertha Boe. Lawrence 
is a grandson of Sigrid, who married Aslak (Oscar) Thorson. Their son, 
Anton Thorson, married to Mary Olson, was Lawrence's father. 


VI-8 Ecit. SAAVESEN SHIPSTEAD. Last of the eight children of Saave 
Knudsen, V, and Aslaug Halvorsdatter. He was born Jan. 1, 1812, presumably 
on the Moen farmstead in Brunkeberg. He was twice married in Norway. 
The name of his first wife is not known, but two sons were born to the union, 
Saave and Nils, both presumably born before 1850. His second wife, Mary 
Evenson, was the mother of three children, Even, Annie, and Knute, all born 
in Norway, very likely in Kviteseid. Nils K. Aaker recalled that he was re- 
ported to have served for several years as secretary (skriver) to the bailiff 
(foged or fut) at Floren. He is also said to have served in the army and to 
have engaged in farming. He came to America in 1868, settling in Houston 
County, Minnesota, where he died Mar. 31, 1874, from malaria. He is buried 
in the cemetery of the “Old Stone Church” a few miles from Houston. A 
weatherbeaten stone, with his name inscribed, marks his grave there. Egil’s 
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wife survived him by about 30 years and made her home with her son, Even 
Shipstead, until her death. 


Annie, only daughter of Egil, was born Nov. 26, 1856, in Kviteseid, Norway, 
and came to America in 1868, spending her young womanhood in Houston County, 
Minnesota. On May 28, 1882, she was married at La Crosse, Wis., to Martin Ber- 
nard Larson, son of Lars Borreson of La Crosse. Mr. Larson was a shoemaker by 
trade. He died July 19, 1900, in La Crosse, and’ is buried in Woodlawn Cemetery. 
Mrs. Larson died May 12, 1933, from apoplexy, and is also buried in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. The couple had four children, Ella Mathilda, Clara Louise, Leonard, 
and Mabel. 

Ella Mathilda was born June 13, 1883, at Houston, and on Feb. 17, 1905, was 
married to Plemert E. Engh, son of Martin Engh. Six children: Cyril, Audrey, 
Plemert, Ralph, Forrest, and Robert. It is of interest to note that Audrey became 
a stenographer in the Department of State, Washington, D. C., attended an inter- 
national radio conference in Cairo, Egypt, and later participated in the Dumbarton 
Oaks Conference in a secretarial capacity. On Oct. 24, 1933, in Washington, she 
was married to Francis X. Welch of New York City. 

Clara Louise, Leonard, and Mabel (Mrs. Mabel Pierson) live in La Crosse, at
